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One Killed, Score Injured 
Saturday In Houston; 25 
Houses Razed By Cyclone 


DOTHAN, Ala,, Apr, 26,.—Mrs, 
Noah Pitts, elderly matron of near 
Cottonwood, who was seriously in- 
jured when a tornado levelled her 


home Saturday, died in a Dothan 
hospital at 9:45 tonight, She is 
the only fatality of the twister, 


although two more women are in 
a serious condition, 


(Dothan Hagle, April 25) 

Rising in the wake of torrential 
rains, a tornado swept a circuitous 
path through the county Saturday 
afternoon, injuring a score of per- 
sons—three of them seriously-— 
and doing property damage tenta- 
tively estimated at between $8,000 
and $10,000, 

The twister began 
course net the Cameron's mill 
community at 2:30 p.m., when 
three homes within 800 yards of 
each other were levelled, Although 
eye witnesses’ accounts of which 
direction the tornado approached 
differed, twisted and uprooted trees 
indicated that it traveled a south- 
eastern course, 

Most seriously injured was Mrs,

Noah Pitts, elderly resident of the 
Cameron mill community, She was 
found pinned beneath timbers of 
her demolished home, A daughter, 
Mrs. Daisy Baxley, and a small 
child in the five-room house es- 
caped with minor lacerations and 
bruises. Mrs, Pitts was brought 
to a Dothan hospital, where an 
examination revealed she suffered 
fractures of both legs, severe lac- 
erations about the head and body 
and undetermined back injuries. 


The home of Mrs, C. M, Varnum, 
about 200 yards from the Pitts 
home, was unroofed and heavily 
damaged by falling trees and flying 
timbers. Mrs, Varnum and two 
children, who were in the house 
at the time, escaped without in- 
jury. 

The home of Grady Lloyd on 
the same road with the other two 
homes was demolished, Mrs, Lloyd, 
who was in bed with a day-old in- 
fant, narrowly escaped injury or 
death when the iron bedstead serv- 
ed as a protective screen and kept 
a portion of the roof from crush- 
ing the two, Mrs. Carey Lloyd, the 
woman's mother-in-law, sustained 
a broken nose and severe gashes 
and bruises about the head, 

Virgil Wright, who lived at the 


Pitts home and had walked a few 
hundred feet from the house at 
the time of the storm, gave a 


graphic description of the disaster. 
“T heard the drone the storm 


he declared, “First it struck the 
Varnum home, next the Pitts home 
and last the Lloyd home, It sound- 
ed like a box of dynamite going off, 
“TL ran over to the Lloyd place 
and it didn’t look like a single 
person could be alive. I started 
searching around and pretty soon 
heard Mrs, Grady Lloyd scream- 
ing. 1 couldn't find her at first 
but in a minute saw that she was 
in bed with a big piece of the roof 
over her, The bottom of the bed- 
stead was holding it up. She 
didn’t look to be hurt and the day- 
old baby didn’t make a sound until 
she kept screaming, Then it start- 
ed crying, It was scared, I guess, 
“IT stayed there until some neigh- 
bors came and we tried to get her 
out, It was raining as hard as 
could be and I found an old shirt 
that we wrapped around the baby, 
“Both of them were sure lucky 
to get out alive,” he said, 
Mrs, Carey Lloyd was also ex- 


tricated from the wreckage by 
neighbors, 

Although exact, number of homes 
damaged or persons hurt in the 
community could not be definitely 
estimated, an observer saw at least 
twenty-five homes partly unroof- 
ed and about that many persons 
hursing minor bruises and cuts, 

W. 1. Vann, Dothan resident, was 
passing the section in his automo- 
bile during the height of the storm, 

“The trees were cracking and 
breaking all along the road,” he 
said, “It’s just impossible to tell 
how bad the weather looked. [ 
believe every home in this section 
of the county was damaged some.” 

The same scenes met the eye 
and the same accounts of the tor- 
nado were given in the Harper 
Chureh community. 

The home of Mrs, S. L. Ketchem, 
elderly matron, was levelled and 
she sustained injuries which may 


prove fatal, She was carried to 
the home of C. L. Varnum, a 
neighbor, 


Flooded by driving rains accom- 
panying the storm, streams made 
travel over roads in the commu- 
nity impossible. At some low 
places fissures separated the road. 
Anxiously eyeing low flying clouds, 
residents camped on their front 
porches, while others left to spend 
the night with neighbors. 


Chickens and small birds were 
found dead in the path of the 
storm. 


Desmond Mathis, Cameron's mill 
farmer, gave an account of the 
storm which probably shows its 
course. 


was making but couldn't tell where 
it was coming from,” he said. “All 
of a sudden the trees and bushes 
around the house went up in the 
air. The house sounded like a 
cannon when it went into the air, 
I jumped in a ditch and waited 
until it had passed, It wasn't a 
minute until I heard it hit Mr. 
Lloyd's house, 

“T got up and ran toward the 
house and saw Mrs. Pitts buried 
underneath some boards and part 
of the porch. Her legs were brok- 
en and I tried to get her up but 
she couldn't stand to be moved. 
Pretty soon some more people 
came running up and when we 
tried to lift her we saw both her 
legs and arms were tangled in a 
wire fence, 

“The whole house was spliiter- 
ed up into little pieces and all that 
was left where it stood was the 
brick foundation, Pieces of wood 
and furniture were flying every- 
where during the storm and it 
looked for a minute like the world 
was coming to an end,” he de- 
clared, 

Ray Rhodes, 


one of the first 


persons to reach the Lloyd home, 
said’ it was impossible to realize 
the force of the tornado, 

“T heard every home splinter,” 


“I first heard it coming about 
a mile away,” he said, “At first 
I thought it was a big cloud but 
when it got nearer I could see 
trees and all bending and knew 
it was a tornado, 

“Tt came with a big’ ‘whooshing’ 
sound, It was so dark for a min- 
ute that you couldn't see a thing. 
It was coming out of the south- 
east,’’ he declared, 

Reports were that the homes of 
A. M. and Hershel Harper, bro- 
thers who were killed in Chipley, 
Fla,, last week, were destroyed, 
could not be immediately con- 
firmed, 

Debris was found in the tops of 
tall trees, while bales of hay from 
the Pitts barn were found scat. 
tered over a wide area, No live- 
stock was found to be injured, al- 
tnuough several barns were un- 
roofed, 

At many places, the path of the 
tornado was so narrow it scat- 
tered woodpiles or shrubbery 
around homes without doing any 
material damage to the structures, 
At other places, front or back 
porches were swept from homes. 

Whether all damage can be laid 
to one twister or a dozen or so
